1. Action; The minutes of the last meeting, 2 July 1952 > 
(IAC-M-76) were approved. 

Progress Report (IAC-PR-25) 

2. Action; It was agreed that the target date_for NIE-70,^^ 
"Conditions and Trends in Latin America Affecting U.S. Security, 
should be 15 Ocrtober instead of 1 August.

3. Action: The recommendations of the paper were approved. 

It was understood that details as to the mechanics of other agency 
participation would be worked out wj.th Colonel Koch. 

4. Discussion: In response to General Samford*s question it^ 

was explained that counter-espionage activities could make a contri- 
bution to the proposed program and that they could benefit greatly 
from it.
